It  will  be  seen  that  the  population  of  the  town  is  stationaiy. 
Infectious  Diseases  were  negligible  during  the  year. 

The  main  problem  continues  to  be  that  of  substandard  housing, 

I would  comment  that  many  of  us  heard  with  amazement  a public  officer 
from  the  South  of  England  saying  some  two  years'  ago  that  in  this 
country  housing  is  no  longer  a serious  problem.  T7e  in  industrial. 
Lancashire  know  only  too  well  that  vdiatever  roay  be  the  position  in 
some  of  the  more  attractive  rural  areas  of  Southern  England  we  are 
faced  with  all  too  much  of  the  grimy  legacy  of  the  early  19th  Centuiy. 
Again,  early  in  1967  one  of  the  Senior  Officers  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  was  amazed  to  find  we  still  had  tippler  closets.  He  said  he 
had  only  read  about  such  things  and  he  was  most  anxious  that  we  should 
show  him  one  in  actual  operation.  Indeed,  he  was  quite  fascinated 
by  this  museum  piece;  v/e  who  are  getting  on  v/ith  the  sins  of  our 
predecessors  are  only  too  familiar  with  these  apalling  mechanisms. 

One  cannot  but  think  at  times  that  it  is  truly  regrettable  that 
Lancashire,  v;hich  contributed  so  much  in  the  industrial  revolution 
to  the  prosperity  of  the  country,  now  has,  as  a result  heavy  burdens 
both  on  authorities  and  on  individuals  in  repairing  the  errors  of 
the  industrial  revolution  period  and  one  must  hope  that  some  time 
the  powers -that-be  will  appreciate  hoviT  uneven  this  burden  is, 

I thank  you,  Mr,  Chairman  and  Ifembers  of  the  Committee,  for  your 
continued  help  and  co-operation  throughout  the  year  and  in  particular 
I would  like  to  say  how  much  I value  my  association  with  Mr,  Palk.

130  complaints  of  choked  waste  water  closets  and  drains  have  been 
attended  to  by  Local  Authority  workmen,  /JLthough  114  v/ere  cleansed 
16  weie  referred  to  the  ovwiers  for  cleansing  and  repair, 

24  v;aste  water  closets  were  abolished  during  the  year. 

Unfortunately  although  the  number  of  Waste  Water  Closets  is  reduced  by 
(a)  demolition  of  unfit  houses,  and  (b)  conversion  by  owners, 
progress  is  veiy  slow.  Too  mary  people  accept  this  obsolete 
insanitary  appliance  as  part  of  the  normal  standard  of  living. 

The  number  was  reduced  by  30  during  the  year  and  at  that  rate  of 
progress  the  1980's  will  be  reached  before  the  last  one  is  abolished. 

Sewerag-e  Disposal. 

The  sewage  disposal  works  are  situate  at  Coppy  Clough,  Church, 
and  the  effluent  from  Accrington  M,B.  and  Church  U,D.,  after  treat- 
ment by  the  Accrington  & Church  Outfall  Sev/erage  Board,  is  discharged 
into  the  River  Hyndbum. 

Additional  means  of  disposal  has  been  commenced  by  spraying

con^lete  v/eekly  service  providing  52  collections  was 
attained  for  the  sixth  year  in  succession.  However,  there  is 
immense  difficulty  in  retaining  labour  for  this  dirty,  aiduous 
work  which  has  to  be  performed  in  all  weathers. 

Provision  of  Dustbins. 


The  maintenance  of  dustbins  in  this  district  is  a Local 
Authority  responsibility,  and  this  factor  will  be  exceedingly 
useful  in  the  event  of  any  change  in  the  type  of  refuse 
receptacle. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

Domestic  refuse  and  certain  other  refuse  is  disposed  of 
a.t  the  tip  a,t  Far  Holmes  in  accordance  with  the  best  available 
method.  This  form  of  sanitary  disposal  of  refuse  is  dependant 
upon  a plentiful  supply  of  suitable  cover  such  as  furnace  ashes 
and  dust. 

Additional  ash,  etc.  has  been  obtained  for  covering  material 
by  using  a portion  of  the  old  tip. 

The  present  land,  which  is  used  for  tipping,  previously 
belonged  to  Oswaldtvd-stle  U.D.C.  Their  sewage  beds  are 
provided  vdth  ash,  clay  and  soil  v/hich  can  be  used  for  cover, 
but  the  maintenance  of  good  roads  in  wet  weather  causes  some 
difficulty,  and  damage  to  vehicles. 

The  stream.  Tinker  Brook,  adjoins  the  tip  and  regular  cleansing 
and  dredging  is  necessary  to  confine  the  stream  to  its  banks.

in  tMs  district  there  are  situate  more  than  300  sub-standard 
houses  which  Y/ere  built  at  about  40  houses  to  the  acre.  Most  of 
the  houses  are  provided  Yd.th  insanitary  v/aste  water  closets  and 
a water  supply  insufficient  for  moder  needs  due  to  the  large 
number  of  houses  sharing:  a common  supply.  In  addition  to 
numerous  houses  being  foimd  unfit  for  human  habitation,  the 
redevelopment  of  the  land  is  overshadowed  by  the  \Tidening  and 
re-routing  of  the  main  road  (A, 679)  fmd  its  junctions. 


In  consequence  the  general  decay  of  the  area,  witnessed  by  the 
voluntary  closing  of  some  shops  and  houses  is  increased  by  the 
number  of  premises  which  ai’e  closed  and  boarded  up  by  reason  of 
the  proposed  diversion  of  the  road.  These  premises  are  likely 
to  stay  in  that  condition  for  a few  years  yet.
